Being a relatively new herd, assembled from a variety of 
herds over the Mid-Continent area, this problem is presently of no 
consequence at “77”, but the implications are well recognized, and 
no stone is to be left unturned j in the process of arriving at a carrier 
free herd. Initially, any bull which produces a dwarf calf will be 
retired from the herd immediately. Any cow which produces a 
dwarf calf will be relegated to a test herd which will be used to test 
prospective herd sires. 


The pedigrees of our five dwarf calves to date, together with 
those of their sires and dams, have been supplied to the Executive 
Assistant of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
for whatever purpose they may serve. All breeders are urged to 
also advise the Association of any dwarf calf produced on your 


farm.

Record Meat Supplies Loom for 1956 


— Meat Board Steps Up Activities 


With prospects for another year of record 
breaking meat production in 1956, the Na 
tional Live Stock and Meat Board’s pro- 
gram of education and promotion on meat 
has been stepped up to a new all-time high 
in scope, versatility of attack, and effective 
ness. Current services and activities are be 
ingg expanded and new activities are being 
added in this all-industry organization’s 


mushrooming program 


Supplies of meat continue to increase, 
with output for 1956 predicted at 27.7 bil 
lion pounds, three percent greater than the 
previous high year of 1955. In the face of 
this tremendous production, much of the 
Board’s work is geared to coordinating and 


agsisting in promotional efforts of all seg 


ments of the industry to move meat into 


eonsumption rather than storage. 
of its broad representation, the Meat Board 
is in an ideal position to pull all groups to 
gether into a unified effort 

At least two major factors are seen as 
contributing to the continued upward surge 
of the Board’s promotional efforts for meat. 


One of these is the growing trend among 
livestock and farm associations and other 


indugtry organizations to not only 


Because 


exte nd 


their approval and support but to partici- 
pate actively with the Board in promotion 
and consumer education work, The other is 


the increasing financial support being ac 
corded the Board, making possible an ex 
pansion of the program in many fields. 


It is evident that the entry of industry 


organizations thersel ve into the active 
promotion work is proving highly valuable 
Joard 


in supplementing the work that the 


has been conducting on a national scale for 


more than three decades. The promotion ef 
forts set up locally have been effective in 
carrying on concentrated activity on 
and county levels. 

Through its many established ervice 
and facilities, the Board has cooperated ful 
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state 


ly to assure the success of these local un 
dertakings, It is being called upon to a far 
greater extent than ever before to supply 
quantities of special printed material 
charts, posters, booklets, leaflets, manuals, 
recipe books and folders—as well as meat 
copy for newspapers, broadcasting and tele 
casting scripts, films, promotion ideas and 
suggestions, etc. 

In addition, the Board’s skilled staff mem 
bers are participating in as many of the 


local projects as their schedules will allow 


The requests for assistance are being ré 
ceived constantly from beef, pork and lamb 
interests in many parts of the country, each 
seeking the kind of material or service 
which will fit into its own specifie promo 


tion needs. 


A look at the figures on the amount of 
meat in cold storage on December 31, 1955, 
will bring into focus the uccess of the ex- 
panding promotion work, While meat pro 
duction has spiralled steadily upward in the 
past few years, the amount of meat in cold 
storage at the end of the very top year, 
1955, was five percent LESS than the five 
year average for that date, In other words, 
increased meat production—UP 22 percent 
since 1949—is not piling up in storage, It 
is being eaten. Cold storage supplies of beef 
were two percent below the five year aver- 
age—yet beef production hit a new high of 
13% billion pounds in 1955. Pork in cold 
storage in spite of extremely heavy y mar 
ketings of hogs—-was some nine percent be 
low the five-year average, and cold storage 
supplies of lamb were down 21 percent from 
the five-year average 


While increasing amounts of other foods 
are held in storage, the ever increasing sup 
ply of meat finds its way directly to the 
tables in America’s homes, It has not been 
piling up in storage. 

As part of its stepped-up promotional 
activities the Meat Board was instrumental 


in the formation last summer of the Na 
tional Meat Promotion Committee, set up 
to coordinate promotion campaigns for pork, 
beef, and lamb. Carl F. Neumann, general 
manager of the Board, is chairman of the 
committee, which is made up of representa 
tives of all segments of the industry, The 
idea behind the group is that special cam 
paigns for the different meats will be more 
effective if they do not conflict. 


This committee has found that promotion 
and publicity for any one meat also helps 
ell ALL meats a thesis on which the 


Meat Board has always operated, The Board 


is making available its many facilities and 
services in the interest of the successful 


functioning of that committee 


This means strong, vigorous and effective 
upport because, over the years, the Board 
has developed an extremely harmonious 
working relationship with all media of pub 
The Board has establish 


lic communication 
ed a reputation of authentic reliability on 
the subject of meat. Its representatives and 
service mre velcomed by new pape ee radio, 


magazine and television people because they 


know that the Board's inform ition on meat 
based in seientifie fact and is presented 


as a public ervice, The Board’s constant 
day in and day out contact with the Amer 

ican consumer has a permanent effect, 
building a nation-wide consciousn of the 


value of meat in the diet

The Dwarfism Problem 


All members of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders' Association have, or soonwill, receive 
from the Association a paper entitled "A Discus- 
Sion on Dwarfism" This paper was prepared by 
the Executive Assistant Secretary, Lyle Spring- 
er, and read at a recent board 
meeting. After hearing it read 
it received the unanimous ap- 
proval of the Board of Direc- 
tors and the Secretary was in- 
structed to mail a copy to the 
entire membership list.

Then Lyle states, "Explanation for the occur- 
rence of dwarfism is not new. A theory on the in- 
heritance of recessive characteristics was pro- 
pounded by Gregor Mendel late in the 17th century. 
This theory has been proven many times and until 
it is disproven we must accept it as fact. The 
theory on recessive inheritance when applied to 
beef cattle and the problem of dwarfism means that 


even though animals are normal appearing they 
can be carriers of the recesSive characteristics 
for dwarfism. The theory also points out that 
whenever a dwarf is produced, both the sire and 


dam are equally responsible." 

While we do not intend to dispute Mendel's 
theory of recessive inheritance I feel we should 
point out that it only applies to dwarfism in cat- 


tle IF we accept the theory that all abnormal 
calves are the result of a genetic factor since 
to my knowledge Mendel did not carry out any ex- 
perimentation with cattle as regards dwarfism. 
M. E. Ensminger, Chairman of the Department of 
Animal Husbandry, State College of Washington, 
says, ". »« « A breeder may well feel that an ani- 
mal is sufficiently valuable otherwise to war- 
rant its use, deSpite propagating dwarf-factor- 
genes. That is, there are those--and I am among 


this group--who feel that it is better to tolerate 
one bad trait, such as dwarfism, than to introduce 
several bad traits just to get rid of one un- 
wanted one. Personally, I wouldn't want to dump 
over-board years of improvement just to get rid 
of dwarfism. And this should not be construed as 
meaning that I wouldn't try to get rid of dwarf- 
ism." 
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In the association release they state, "Stop 
using the bull if he has sired dwarf calves, no 
matter if just one. He can't be just a little bit 
of acarrier.. . Guarantee your bulls only after 
they have been tested . . . When your testing pro- 
gram is completely in operation so that you have 
clean bulls available for sale, advertise the 
fact. You have accomplished what geneticists 
have been advocating for years. We have been too 
self-contained to take their advice." 


Ensminger says, “In my judgment, at this 
time, the only sure method of detecting dwarfism 
is through a breeding test--which admittedly, is 
both slow and costly. If a bull is mated to 15 known 
dwarf carrier cows and all the calves from this 
mating are normal, the chances are only 1.3 per 
cent that the bull is a ‘carrier’ and did not show 
it; with 10 such cases, the chances are 5.6 per 
cent." 


With this information at hand it appears that 
after a production test of each bull on 10 to 15 
known “carrier” cows that there is a chance rang- 
ing from 5.6 to 1.3 per cent that he is still a 
carrier. This will make it very difficult for 
the average breeder to be able to carry on a test- 
ing program to prove his bulls. 


Again quoting from Ensminger, “Among pure- 
breds, when there were 0.27 per cent dwarf calves, 
approximately 10 per cent of the cows and bulls 
that produced them were ‘carriers’, with all cat- 
tle (both purebred and commercial), when there 
were 0.15 percent dwarf calves, about 7.5 per cent 
of the cows and bulls that produced them were car- 
riers"... .

Some gleam of hope is seen in the association 
letter when it states, "Geneticists and scien- 
tists are diligently 4rying to find us the answer 
that will provide us an exit to the worries of 
dwarfism. There is no doubt that some day they 
will come up with the answer as they have in polio, 
and many of the other diseases that have plagued 
man Since the beginning of time.... 


Since many of the diseases that plagued man- 
kind are certainly not inherited we can only as-

It must also be point 
ed out that the basie reason for all of the 
pressure on livestock feeders the past year 
or 80 has been heavy volume, Because of 
the big demand for meat in th country it 
had to take record tonnage of meat not only 
to hold prices at steady levels, but be able

There are signs, meantime, that this year 
may be as good or no worse than last (when 
net farm income dropped another 9%.) One 
reason would be stronger price supports 
than had been anticipated. While this does 
not he Ip cattlemen, and would probably in 
crease feed costs, the result would be high 
er total farm income. (The USDA has es 
timated that 90° floors under “basic” crops 
this year would cost the government an ad 
ditional $1 billion, or more.) 


USDA is predicting another record-break 


ing year of beef production, Meantime, how 
ever, reports from other government agen 
cies indicate demand sufficient to take up 
the slack. Business activity remains at high 
levels, and consumer demand is strong. 
Further increases in business investment 
are expected. USDA forecasters predict a 
gain of about one pound in per capita beef 
consumption this year. U. S. population, 
meantime, continues to grow 

Most of the increase in inventory of cat 
tle last, USDA notes, was in beef calves and 
steers, “the bulk of which will be slaughter 
ed this year.” The department thinks that 
more cattle will be marketed off grass this 
year than last.

Beef led the way among livestock prod 
ucts with a gain of 40¢ per hundred in aver 
age price. Sheep, lambs, and hogs also went

Farmers’ costs also went up during the 
period, but not as much as market returns. 
Upturns in food and feeder livestock prices 
were mainly responsible for cost increases, 
although there were also small rises in what 
farmers paid for supplies, machinery, and

Agriculture Department livestock men 
are passing along some advice from Harry 
Smith, an Extension Service marketing man 
at Colorado A & M College. Smith warns 
against loading the market on Monday, a 
day when top prices are “rare” because of 
heavy runs. 

Top heavy marketing the first working 
day of the week, Smith points out, means 
that extra transportation is needed to han 
dle peak shipments over the weekend. The 
squeeze is then passed on to the stockyards, 
thence to packers who must buy enough on 
Monday in order to have something to kill 
besides time during the rest of the week 
The end result is “uneconomical use of labor 
and equipment” which hurts everybody 
concerned

Band seeding of hay and pasture crops 
wherein seed is placed at precise depths 
above a concentrated band of fertilizer 
has important advantages over the broad 
cast method of planting and fertilizing, a 
cording to tests made at USDA’s giant re 
search center at Beltsville, Maryland. 


The experiments revealed that band-seed 
ed plots yielded 130° more forage than 
where the ame amounts of fertilizer and 
seed were broadcast. Even where only half 
as much seed and one-third as much ferti 
lizer were banded as broadcast, the forage

Other advantages of banding, USDA re 
ports, are (1) a more vigorous start for the 
crop which boosts survival rate later when 
weather turns bad; and (2) costs of plant- 
ing fertilizer proved lower on the band-seed 
plots since seed and fertilizer were applied 
In one operation 

Main limitation on band-seeding, — re 
searchers point out, is the need for special 
equipment, or changes in standard equip 
ment. Pasture mix used in the Beltsville 


tests included tall fescue and ladino clove 
. 


There is a major victory for farmers shap 
ing up in Washington. It is passage of a 
trip-leasing bill that would climax three 
years of effort by farm groups to pin down 
the right of leasing trucks for “back hauls” 
in order to keep down agricultural transpor 
tation costs 

The bill (S 898) had passed the Senate at 
press time, and was considered sure to go 
through the House during the present ses 
sion of Congress. The legislation provides 
that farmers’ and co-op trucks may be 
leased to authorized motor carriers for re 
turn trips in the general direction of the 
truck’s home base. Another provision of the 
bill would promote economical movement of 
trucks between different harvest areas 

Trip-leasing rights are now being exer 
cised by farmers and farm groups, but the 
point of the bill is to clearly outline the 
rights in law, Reason is the many past in 
dications that limitations on trip-leasing 
would be ordered under the rules of a gov 
ernment agency, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission (ICC). The legislation, if and 
when it becomes law, would prevent any 
such action by the ICC.

I’m sure that, from what I say below, you'll figure 
I’m a rank amateur when it comes to selling beef cattle. 
I have noticed, over a period of years, that there is 
more of a tendency among dairy cattle breeders and 
beef cattle breeders to try to pull “a fast one” on the 
unsuspecting buyer than there is in the poultry breed- 
ing business in which | have had long experience. Of 
course, in the poultry breeding business, we have to 
rely on our repeat customers and if a rascal is fortunate 
enough to be ab'e to stay in the poultry business, he 
soon finds out that he can make more money being 
honest than being a rascal. Perhaps he thinks he would 
enjoy it more behaving as a rascal, but he likes the 
profits he makes by being honest. I sure hope you fol- 
low my line of reasoning on this. It sounds pretty well 
scrambled up. 


Now suppose a man can't sleep well at night unless 
he tells the truth about the products he sells. Then 
how is he going to make any money selling his lower 
quality beef cattle? I’m sure I don’t know. 


Here’s the way I’m going to try it. I have about 20 
or 25 cows that I want to sell for two reasons. One is 
that I don’t have room to keep them all and I hate to 
part with them because they are all close friends of 
mine. The other is that they are not the better part 
of the herd and I've decided I can make more progress 
in my breeding program by selling them and replacing 
them with younger, better cattle we are breeding. You 
might say that I should sell them for meat and that’s a 
possibility, but any real poor cattle that have shown 
up in the herd have already been sold for meat and all 
of these cattle I want to sell have been regular pro- 
ducers of good strong, healthy calves each year, and 
are, in my opinion, a little too good to sell for meat. 
Some of these cows are not as large as I would like. 
Some of them produce calves that are not quite the 
type I want. Some of the cows are not real good look- 
ing and, you might say, they spoil the looks of the herd.

What Is the Most Honest Way to Sell Some of the 
Lower Quality Adult Cows in a Herd? 


I've known of beef cattle breeders who would sell 
cattle like these to an unsuspecting beginner at fairly 
fancy prices and the beginner would think he had quite 
a nice herd of cattle until various people looked the 
cattle over and didn't seem to be quite as enthusiastic 
over them as he happened to be, and eventually, he 
would catch on that they were the lower end of the 
herd and he had been misled. He might sell off many 


of these cattle and start over again 


Therefore, in order not to misrepresent, I'd like to 
say that I have about 25 cows tliat I'd like to sell. Most 
of them are due to calf in May or later. They are not 
the best cows in the herd. They are, in my judgment, 
the bottom third of the herd. | believe that they will 
produce decent, practical cattle for you. Since most of 
these cattle are very well bred, it could well be that 
mated to the right bull, they might produce some cattle 
that would pleasantly surprise you 


We plan to have these cattle in a separate pasture 
and would like to have vou look them over. The price 
is reasonable and I'd like to sell them to you if you're 
interested in buving them. It’s an opportunity to start 
with weil bred cattle—all producers—-at a reasonable 


price.

When Cows Are Sterile 

Owners often ask questions about cows 
that come in heat at regular intervals but 
fail to “settle” after repeated breedings. 
There may be only one or two of these prob- 
lem animals or practically the entire herd 
may be involved. Authorities generally con- 
sider that there are twelve major causes of 
such trouble. 

1. Some kind of reproductive disease. 
This list includes vibriosis brucellosis, tricho- 
moniasis, and possibly vaginitis. Infections 
of this kind can easily cause conception 
failures while not interfering with regular 
heat periods. 

2. A sterile bull, Such an animal can’t 
be expected to “settle” cows, but failure to 
keep breeding records often allows this type 
of sire to escape suspicion in a herd. 


4. Inheritance. This factor is often over- 
looked, but there igs no question but what 
breeding efficiency is inherited just the 
Same as type, test, production, gaining 
ability, and other characteristics. 

4. Extreme acidity of the vagina. This 
condition may result in the death of sper 
matazoa at breeding time before they have 
had a chance to enter the uterus. It is us 
ually due to some kind of infection. 

». Retained afterbirth and infection of 
the uterus following past calvings. This may 
have damaged the reproductive tract, in- 
cluding adhesions that have closed the fal- 
lopian tubes so eggs can no longer pass 
from the ovaries into the uterus. 

6. Breeding too early in the heat period. 
Cows usually release eggs from the ovaries 
about 18 hours after they go out of heat, so 
it’s generally advisable to breed them late 
in their heat periods. 


7. Breeding too late in the heat period. 
There are exceptions to all rules, so some 
cows will ovulate early, with the egg then 
passing from the uterus before breeding has 


occurred, 


8. Breeding back too soon after calving. 
A cow needs time to get her reproductive 
tract cleaned up before starting another 
gestation period, A rest of at least 60 days 
is desirable, and repeated experiments have 
shown that delayed breeding improves the 
conception rate. 


9. Underfeeding. Animals live first and 
reproduce afterward. Even though they 
come in heat, wise Mother Nature keeps 
them from ovulating so they won’t take on 
the extra burden of pregnancy during a pe- 
riod when they're having trouble in remain 
ing alive, 

10. A lack of balance in the secretion of 
various hormones. When this condition ex- 
ists, it is also possible for heat periods to

Heavily infested animals 
are sometimes starved even when well-fed, 
so they may come in heat without ovulating 
the same as under-fed animals 

With these principal causes recognized, 
remedial measure can be seen as widely 
different and dependent on the primary 
cause of trouble. A veterinarian is best cal 
led in to find out why the cows aren’t set 
tling, and the earlier he is brought in the 
better will be his chance of doing ome 
good, At th time there are no jiraculous 

drugs or minerals or vitamin prepara

answer We are not discounting contributing 
factors, other than strictly genetics, as a 
means of elimination of dwarfism. 

If dwarfism is strictly due to genes we 
can only wonder why this problem appear- 
ed in several breeds about the same time. 
Also we can only wonder why the ratio 
seemed to increase in areas following pro- 
longed periods of drought conditions, It 
seems that we should pursue a_ proposed 
theory that the chemical make-up of all an 
imals is changed when various elements are 
missing from the diet, and that preventive 
measures should include building up the re 
quired elements for a normal animal.

tJurning grasses, weeds and brush may 
be the simplest way to get rid of them but 
it may also be the most damaging way, con 
tends Charles Shick, game management 
specialist at Michigan State University. 

Fire removes the humus from the soil 
and reduces its moisture and nutrient hold- 
ing ability. Cover for game is removed and 
in Some cases, the young wildlife may be 
killed. Fires set in late April and May may 
be especially disastrous to game. 

As commonly believed, fire doesn’t always 
destroy weed seeds and harmful insects, 
either, In fact, there may even be more 
weeds because the fire removed the grass 
competition. Any control of harmful in- 
sects by the fire may be offset by the de 
truction of beneficial insects.

Five new full-color movies on meat were 
produced and put into circulation by the 
Board last year. The Board’s cooking 
schools will be attended by some 600,000 
homemakers this year. Educational meat 
exhibits last fall were visited by 6% million 
people from all walks of life. 

During the past year, the Board’s meat 
specialists and home economists conducted 
515 meat cutting and cooking demonstra- 
tions before various types of audiences in 
37 states. Meat recipe books, promotion pos- 
ters, charts, manuals and other literature 
on meat are distributed by the Board at the 
rate of some 2 million a year. 

The Board sponsors meat poster contests 
among high school students, and meat judg- 
ing contests among college students. It also 
conducts live animal clinies for college 
students. 

Filmstrips and textbooks on meat pre- 
pared by the Board are 
throughout the 48 states.

The Soil Bank and the New Farm 
Program 


Back of all the political oratory, we 
should remember (1) that 1956 will be a 
“promising” year with more promises 
made to the farmer and rancher than could 
possibly be fulfilled; (2) that the proposed 
new agricultural program ig not a cure-all; 
(3) that fences, gates, and human nature 
being what they are, many an “idle” acre 
will be grazed; (4) that those who have 
grass and legume seed to sell are likely to 
benefit most from the new farm program; 
and (5) that the stockman’s best help will 
continue to be found on the end of hig own 
right arm. 


Secretary Benson Implies Packers 
Margins Too Big 


In speaking before the National Swine 
Industry Committee in Chicago recently, 
Agriculture Secretary Ezra Taft Benson 
indulged in a great national pastime, by 
implying that packers are enjoying too wide 
marketing margins—the spread that covers 
costs of processing and distribution. It is 
traditional (1) for politicians to use meat 
as a club over labor (what else was 
O.P.A.7), (2) for housewives to blame 
packerg for the high price of meat, and (3) 
for stockmen to blame packers for low on 
the-hoof prices, 

The sad truth is that those days are gone 
forever; they went out with the horse and 
buggy era. Worse yet, due to too small 
profits (averaging less than one cent on 
each dollar of sales; a paltry sum, indeed, 


in comparison with other businesses), the 
packer has not had adequate capital avail 
able with which to modernize and conduct 
needed research, As a result, an authority 
intimately acquainted with the meat, fruit 
and vegetable, and bakery processing in 
dustries, recently told me that “meat pack 
ers are 20 years behind these other two 
processors”. And my informant might well 
have added that the meat packing industry 
is no longer attracting our “best brains” 
bright young men are not interested in join 
ing an old-fashioned industry. 

Also, it is noteworthy that the marketing 
and processing costs for meat are lowe! 
than for most other foods. Thus, according 
to a recent American Meat Institute report, 
for each dollar which the consumer spent 
for food in 1955, the marketing and proces 
sing costg of Choice beef wag 38 cents and 
pork wag 48 cents. By comparison, the ma: 
keting costs of frozen peas was 84 cents; 
white bread, 85 cents; corn flakes, 8% cents; 
and all foods, 59 cents. 

Those who would criticize meat handling 
costs should also be reminded that 25 years 
ago one hour of factory labor bought only 
1.2 lbs. of steak or 1.3 lbs. of bacon; today, 
one hour of factory labor will buy 1.5 lbs. of 
steak or 2.3 lbs. of bacon, Obviously, labor 
has fared pretty well! 


Although I am a great admirer of Secre 
tary Benson, the advice which prompted the 
above comment was unfortunate; apparent 
ly the Secretary did not fully consider that 
high wages, taxes, transportation, and the 
processing of foods (for example, who 
would expect to buy eye-catching, pre-pack 
aged, pre-weighed, frozen steak at the same 
price per pound as when the butcher cuts it 
off the loin?) all enter into market spread. 

It is time for a change in such thinking! 
To be sure, it is up to the meat packing in 
dustry to pull itself up by its own boot
